appointed the following delegates as a 
committee on resolutions: J.K.Bechtel, 
of South Woodbury; Valentine Stuflt, 
of King, and J. F. Mock, of Lincoln. 


Attorney Jordan read a set of rules 


which are embodied in the Crawford 
county system of holding 
primary 


elections and moved that the conven- 
tion idopt that plan.

George W. McVicker, of Pleasant- 


ville, and John A. Henderson, of Bed- 
ford township, were requested to wait 
upon Mr. Reynolds and inform him of 
the action of the convention.

VIGOROUS AMERICAN POLICY IS DEMANDED. 


Trusts, Imperialism and Militarism are Denounced—Bimetallism Is 


Favored, Bryan Endorsed and State Ballot Eeform Urged— 


Sympathy Is Expressed for the Boers.

The platform adopted on Thursday of last week by the Democratic state convention is as follows: 
As the representatives of the Democratic party of Pennsylvania, in convention assembled, renewing our pledge of 


fidelity to the Democratic principles upon which our national and state life are founded, namely, freedom of speech, 
freedom of the press, freedom of conscience, the preservation of personal rights, the equality of all citizens before 
the law and the faithful observance of constitutional limitations; and having in mind the great questions now be- 
fore us as a people, we make the following declaration of the principles and polioie's which should guide our politic- 
al action:— 


;pirst 
^Yg demand a careful and thorough revision of the tariff, and declare in favor of the imposition of such 


duties only as are necessary for an economical administration of public affairs; and we urge upon the Democratic 
representatives in congress that they use their utmost dffofts to secure the enactment of a law that will make it 
obligatory upon the secretary of the treasury to place upon the free list at onee every ai ticle of raw material and 
every item of manufactured produce now used and manufactured by any trust, monopoly or combine whatsoever, 
and that all corporations and combinations of capital in the nature of trusts intended to control manufactures, ma- 
terials or products shall make comprehensive and accurate public reports of their organization,condition and opera- 
tion under appropriate penalties for failure so to do. 


Second—We demand the prompt, efficient and faithful enforcement of the anti-trust aetof 1890 and such addition- 


al and supplemental legislation as will meet the defects thereof as indicated by the supreme court of the United 
States in its recent decisions; and we dtnonnce the combination and creation of corporate trusts and monopolies as 
contrary to the common law, destructive of individual effort and enterprise and inimical to the welfare of the people 
and the state. 


Third—We are unalterably opposed to the imperialism of the present administration and the Republican party. 


No commensurate advantage can justify our holding the Filipinos as a subject people and the Philippine islands as 
an imperial colony. We favor granting at once to the people thereof home rule a-ad the right to govern themselves 
under the protection of the United States. 


Fourth—We demand that the solemn pledge made by congress to the people of Cuba be faithfully observed and 


their independence granted them in compliance therewith, and that the army of the United States be withdrawn as 
recommended by Gen. Leonard Wood. 


Fifth—We demand for the people of Paerto Rico the right of freely importing and exporting to and from any 


part of the United States, and we denounce the sinister influences that have caused the president to depart from 
that which he termed as a "plain duty." 


Sixth—In our intercourse, political, financial and commercial,with foreign nations we demand a vigorous Ameri- 


can policy. We deplore the subserviency of the present administration to the behests of England and English states- 
men, whether the same be intentional or caused by the ignorance of our officials in the state department. We de- 
nounce the Hay-Pauncefote treaty as a complete abandonment of fia claims of our statesmen, of our right to con- 
struct and control an interoceanic canal, and as un-American and a base surrender of our inherent right of self- 
defense. 


Seventh—We denounce as at variance with our rights of citizenship and destructive of the rights of a freeman 


th« use of the army of the United States and the suspension of the writ of habeas corpus and declaration of mar- 
tial law in times of peace, in ordei' that labor may be intimidated and labor organizations broken up. 


Eighth—We declare in favor of an interoceanic canal controlled and protected by this country; no further sur- 


render of Alaskan territoryjfortifications of strategic points on the Pacifie;no entangling alliances with England or 
other country, secret or open; free tride with Puerto Rico; independence of Cubajhome rule for Philippine islands; 
no subject people; no colonial dependencies; eternal opposition to trusts; a vigorous foreign policy, and an income 
tax. 


Ninth—We favor the adoption of an amendment to the constitution providing for the election of United States 


senators by a vote of the people. 


Tenth—We reiterate our faith in the beneficent effects of bimetallism,gold and silver, the money of the constitu- 


tion, and believe its recognition and adoption would tend to steady and make permanent the prosperity of our coun- 
try and free us from the power of the money trust to precipitate panics at will and make money dear, labor poor 
and all other things cheap. 


Eleventh—We earnestly extend to the brave people in South Africa, noiv struggling for their liberties and exisF- 


ence, our profound sympathy, and declare that the war of conquest and extermination now being carried on by 
the British empire in its greed for gold and power is a menace to advancing civilization. We favor united action 
on the part of all republics ol the world to maintain the independent existence of the two republics in South Af- 
rica. 


Twelfth—We are opposed to the increase of our standing army, as proposed by the Republican party, as a menace 


to free government, and we insist upon the supremacy of the civil over the military authorities. 


Thirteenth—In matters affecting us as citizens of the state of Pennsylvania we demand the passage and pledge 


ourselves to enact such legislation as will secure ballot reform, and personal registration, pure elections, honest 
counts and true returns. And we denounce the Republican party of this stale as being responsible for the present 
laws, which make elections by the people a mockery by making the ballot box stufl'ers' infamy and personated 
officers' fraudulent return the result by which our highest officers are elected. 


Fourteenth—We favor legislation to curb and powar to punish the oppressive and criminal acts of the trusts 


and monopolies that have fastened themselves upon our industries in this commonwealth; to restrain discrimina- 
tion by common carriers, telegraph and telephone companies; to prevent the combination of corporations by 
purchasing the stock of other corporations, to prevent the issue of full paid stock except for cash or property at its 
actual cost value and to prohibit foreign corporations from doing business in this state except upon an exact 
equality with, those organized under the laws of our commonwealth. 


Fifteenth—We favor municipal ownership of all municipal franchises and public utilities and the passage of 


legislation to accomplish this purpose. 


Sixteenth—We call the attention o£ the voters of the state and condemn as a flagrant violation of the constitu- 


tion of the commonwealth the unwarranted appointment by the chief executive of M. S. Quay as senator of the 
United States, and we condemn his persistent refusal to convene the legislature to elect a United States senator in 
defiance of the plain mandate of the constitution. 


Seventeenth—We call attention to and condemn his usurpation of the executive functions in approving parts 


and disapproving other parts of appropriation bills duly passed by the legislature, whereby tae public schools and 
charities of our state have suffered. 


Eighteenth—We call attention to and condemn his refusal to approve proposed constitutional amendments 


intended to promote ballot reform, pure elections and honest returns. 


Nineteenth—We call attention to and condemn the extravagance that has characterized the administration of 


our state under Republican administrations. We demand that the tax laws of this commonwealth be revised so 
that all legitimate subjects of taxation shall bear their fair share of its burdens. 


Twentieth—We condemn the so-called labor legislation of the Republican party of this state as being ineffective 


and a failure, as always containing an unconstitutional provision intended to make it void. We favor legislation 
that will put the honest toiler upon an equality before the law with corporate greed and monopoly. We favor 
legislation tending to reduce the hours of labor in proportion to the progressive increase of the production. 


Twenty-first—As the Democracy of Pennsylvania have since 1SS>6 regarded William J.Bryau as the ideal Democrat, 


intelligent, honest, able, sincere and loyal in his devotion to Democratic principles and Democratic policies, whose 
public and private life is without reproach, and whose patriotic, wise and statesmanlike acts and utterances upon 
all public questions have stamped him as a man of the people, and to whom the great heart of the Democratic 
and common people of our country looks for its redemption from the spoilsman, its regeneration from the 
imperialist and its enthrallment from trusts and unlawful combinations,we hereby, in convention assembled,invite 
him to become a candidate for the presidency upon the Democratic ticket, and pledge the united support of the 
delegation from the state of Pennsylvania to vote and labor for his nomination and election.

September 26, 1820. His parents were 
Isaac and Mary (Albaugh) Cuppett, who 
were the parents of eight children, 
namely, Nancy (Adams), David A., 
Philip, Mary A. (Sloan), William W., 
Isaac A., Ellen (McVicker), Charlotte 
D. (Miokel). All are dead but Mrs 
Sloan, of Waukon, la., who is eighly- 
sii years old, and Mrs. S. F. Mickel, of 
New Paris, who is seventy-one years 
old. The deceased was aged seventy- 
nine years, six months and six days. 
He was married twice—first to Miss 
Susanna Taylor, February 20, 1845,and 
second to Miss Anna Border, E^ebruary 
26, 1S57. To the first union were born 
one daughter, Eliza A. (Mrs. J. C

John 
purchased a large tract of land where 
Fishertown is located, but finally sold 
it and emigrated to West Virginia. 
Isaac purchased the farm now occu- 
pied by Daniel J. Horn and resided 
on it till his death. 


The deceased was a consistent mem- 


ber of the United Brethren church for 
forty-four years, holding at different 
times the various official positions of 
the church, the last being that of trus- 
tee. Although so afflicted by rheuma- 
tism for thirty years that he was com- 
pelled to use a crutch and cane to assist 
him in walking, his place in the church 
was rarely vacant. He was a farmer 
by occupation and was noted for his 
industry, economy and honesty. He 
was never sued, neither did he leave 
an account with a justice for collection.

Implicated In the Murder of Will- 


iam Goebel, 


THE COURT OF APPEALS 


Ot Kentucky Has Decided That Berkbani 


Is Xegallj' the Governor of the lllue 


GraHH State. 


FrtA.XKrouT, Kv.. April ti.—The court 


of appeals of Kentucky to-day decidf d 
that John Cripps Wickliffe Beckham is 
legally the governor of this state. 
Two Republican judges joined with 
the four Democratic judges in making 
this decision, leaving Judge Gforge 
Duvelle (Republican) as a solitary 
minority of one. Republicans say they 
will appeal to the United States su- 
preme court. 


Soon after the decision 
was an- 


nounced Governor Taylor, ^ ho only 
reached here yesterday, drove hurried- 
ly out of town in a buggy. It is be- 
lieved he is making for the mountains, 
where he would be safer from arrest. 


It would not, indeed, be surprising 


if he had decided that he was unsafe 
here, for by the confession that WPS 
made to-day by H. E 1'outsey, wlio 
has turned state's evidecce, he is im- 
plicated with the Republican secretary 
of state, Caleb Powers, and a former 
secretary of state, Charles Finley, in 
the hatching of the plot that ended in 
the murder of William Goebel. 


This confession of Youtsey names 


the man who actually fired the rifle 
that killed the late Democratic gov- 
ernor. It declares that the assassin 
was Jim Howard, of Clay county feud 
fame, 
the 
man who slew George 


Baker. 


Youtsey "K story fits in the links in 


the chain of evidence of the murderous 
conspiracy, as already forged by the 
confessions of Golden and Culton. 


It is declared that it was first plan- 


ned to have a riot incited in the legis- 
lature, and one of the members was, 
on the Friday before the shooting 
actually occurred, to arise and say; 
"We have come for justice, and justice 
we will have." These words were to 
be the signal for a general shooting, 
and it was planned that enough Demo- 
crats would be slain to give the Re- 
publicans a working majority in the 
legislature. 


This plan fell through because the 


legislator selected did not make his 
speech. 


It is asserted that the murderer 


Howard received a money payment 
just before he fired the shot that killed 
Goebel.and that immediately after the 
shooting he ran into the room of ,at that 
time, Governor W. S. Taylor. The dec- 
laration is likewise made that Taylor 
promised to pardon the man who ac- 
complished the death of Goebel, or 
perhaps rather left it to be understood 
by all that he would do so. The evi-

three days after the crime, during 
which three days he was protected 
from arrest by the militia called out 
by Taylor, who held them in readiness 
for the work he knew to be in store for 
them. 


All these statements and those to 


follow are the facts brought out in the 
confessions, and of which the common- 
wealth claims to have abundant proof. 
Much of the story has already been 
developed by the testimony at the Pow- 
ers hearing.

As told in Golden's 
confession, the key to the office of the 
secretary of state was given to Yout- 
sey by Powers, and Powers and Gol- 
den had arranged to be in Louisville 
on Monday, so as to prove an alibi, the 
favorite mountain method. The as- 
sassin missed his train at Eichmond 
and failed to arrive, so the day was 
put off. 


Howard arrived Tuesday morning 


shortly before 9 o'clock. He was ac- 
companied by Beverly White, sheriff 
of Clay county and also one of the 
leaders in the Baker-Howard feud, 
White remained on the train and went 
on to Louisville. Howard went direct- 
to the executive building, and Caleb 
Powers and Wharton Golden left an 
hour before the assassination for Lou- 
isville, being on the way there when 
they learned that the assassin had 
done his work.

:he e~--pcn?es of the federal government 


gcJ between 50 and 60 millions a 
rcar, and only in one year reached aa 
ilgh a figure as ?73,000,000. During the 
Mexican war the highest yearly outlay 
was $54,000,000. The year the civil 
var commenced the expenditures were 
only $66,650.000, but they mounted up 
very rapidly after Fort Sumter, reach- 
ng their maximum in 1SG5, the year 
the war ended, with over a million sol- 
diers in the field, the enormous total 
>eing 1,235 millions of dollars. There 
was a big drop after the war closed, 
and in 1S66 the expenditures were 519 
millions, then falling to 242 millions in 
1SS5-S6, the first year of the Cleveland 
administration. After the census leg- 
slation ot 1S90 there was a rapid in- 
crease, and in 1898 the expenditures 
went, up over a hundred millions and 
were 443 millions of dollars. 


Secretary Gage on Monday, as- re- 


quired hy law, sent to congress esti- 
mates for the appropriations for the 
next fiscal year ending July 1, 1901. 
The aggicgate is $631,081,994, or 38 
millions over the estimates for the cur- 
rent year and 34 millions over the ap- 
propriations. 


The total on account of pensions is 


fl-15,230,232, which is a decrease of 
S3,380 compared with the current year, 
from whici it would be supposed that 
lensions were on the down grade, but 
,he West Indian and Philippine pen- 
sions remain to be heard from. Our 
army and naval expenditures are in- 
creasing. For the army next year 190 
millions is asked, and for the navy 76 
millions, an increase over the current 
year in both branches of the service of 
2 millions. 
Our army, navy and pension expen- 


ditures for the coming year foot up the 
enormous sum of $411,812,772, leaving 
'rom the grant! total the sum of $219,- 
269,221 for all other purposes of gov- 
ernment. We are not only Hearing 
but passing the totals of European im- 
perialism. Nearly two-thirds of the 
enormous aggregate oE national expen- 
diture goes to war and navy and the 
pensions of past wars. 


President JIcKinlsy's national book- 


keeper figures up that he will need for

lowing extract from a letter he recent- 
ly received from his son, S. C. Kaga- 
rise, who is with Uncle Sam's army in 
the Philippines: 


LEOESFI, P. I., February 15, 1000 


DEAB FATHER, MOTHER AJTD FKIESDS : 


—Well, I suppose you got the letter I 
wrote at Manila before we left the 
ship. We have had some interesting 
experiences since then. When we left 
the ship they took us and put us in a 
town called Pasig, about nine miles np 
the Pasig river, to guard it. We were 
there about a week and then we got 
orders to move south. So we left Pasig 
and went back down the Pasig river to 
Manila and took the transport Han- 
cock, which was protected by the Nash- 
ville, Helena and several other small 
gunboats. 


So we started for a fight and we 


got it good and strong, too. The first 
town we landed at was Sorsogan. The 
natives were all friendly there. There 
were soldiers there before we came, 
but they all vamosed—took their guns 
and artillery and went to the moun- 
tains. 


Major Shipton took a battalion and 


went on to another town, where we are 
now. When they landed here the gun- 
boat went to the shore to investigate. 
She no more than got to the shore 
when they poured a volley into her, 
but it was to their sorrow, for the gun- 
boats shelled the whole town 
They 


had large trenches all along the beach 
for about half a mile; they were good 
ones, too. The gunboats never phased 
them. They are built np with bamboo 
and filled in with sand about twenty- 
five feet wide. They landed the soldiers 
above the trenches and came in behind 
them and drove them out, but it took 
some fighting to get them out. There 
were about five thousand of them in 
the trenches. .There were about five 
hundred rifles and the rest of them 
had bolos. The bolo is a large knife 
like a straight handled corn-cutter. 
They run in and make a charge and 
cut the men's heads off. There was 
only one of our men killed. Seventy 
"niggers" were killed and they don't 
know how many wounded. 


Since we landed we have had five 


fights. We took a town that the Span- 
iards could not touch and had only one 
man wounded; but the Filipinos' loss 
was heavy. In all the battles four 
Americans were killed 
and fifteen 


wounded. About four hundred "nig- 
gers" were killed. We will go to Ma- 
nila in May. We are supposed to be 
on the firing lines three months and 
then be in Manila for five months to 
rest up. I think if we go back to Ma- 
nila that will be the last of the fight- 
ing we will do. I think we will bs 
sent home next fall. They are pretty 
well cornered up now. I think it will 
be over by the Fourth of July. 


I must close for this time. I send 


my best respects to one and all.
